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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the 1 12 1st rejection, the noted 
description has been considered. However, the features of the guide rail and slide guide are still not clear. The specification discloses 
that the slide guide moves In the guide rail. Figure 2 appears to illustrate the guide rail as a single bar member (also implied by "rail"). It 
is not clear how anything can slide "in" a rail. Further, the connection (particularly the flange 14) to the cab Is not clearly disclosed or 
depicted by the drawings. It is maintained that the disclosure fails to describe the claimed invention in a manner that enables one skilled 
In the art to make and use the invention. Regarding the rejections based on prior art, applicant's interpretation on "vibration isolator" 
appears to be narrower than justified by the claim language. For instance, the combination of elements 17 and 19 or 13 and 19 of Mason 
can together be considered an "isolator". Element 17 and/or 13 is a hard layer and element 19 is a soft layer. It is maintained that the 
rejections are proper. . 
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
